THE SOUTH CAROLINA KU-KLUX, 


The unofficial announcement made 
by Governor Wade Hampton of South 
Carolina, that all citizens of that state 
accused of offenses under the ku-klux 
law who had left the state on account 
of prosecutions against them pending 
in the United States courts, may retarn 
with safety to their homes, where they 
can reside without fear of further mo- 
lestation, upon the single condition that 
they be peaceful and law-abiding citi- 
Zens, is promulgated in accordance with 
an arrangement being made with the 
administration that the department of 
justice will not proceed against any of 
those who may take advantage of Gov- 
ernor Hampton’s assurance. Soon after 
Governor Hampton was recognized by 
Mr, Hayes he endeavored to effect 
such an arrangement, and sent the vol- 
uble Judge Mackey of South Carolina 
to Washington to get such an assurance 
from the administration. Attorney- 
General Devens however at that time 
refused to recommend sucha guar- 
anty,and the president acquiesced with 
him. More recently however, Gover- 
nor Hampton has had the subject re- 
opened. He pointed with some pride 
to the fact that under the gubernatorial 
administration there was absolute peace 
and quiet in South Carolina, and the

THE DECADA&NCH OF (tHE STATE UNI- 
VARSITY. 


There is no institution in Georgia of 
more real importance than the State 
university. , 

It is, therefore, with real concern 
that we have watched its downward 
course for the past two or three years. 
With woful certainty it has ploughed 
along from bad to worse, until now it 
is virtually stranded. There are less 
than ohe hundred students in actual 
attendance ; and the friends of the uni- 
versity have about lost hope of a revi- 
val, until radical changes are made. 
The board of visitors without attempt- 
ing to hide the true condition of affairs, 
diligently attempt to excuse it, Their 
report gives fourteen reasons for the 
falling off in the institution. 

All this is very well. The board 
takes a monstrous good look through 
the hind-sights, but does not even 
glance adown to fore-sights. It tries 
to account for what has happened but 
does not suggest any plan by which 
matters can be improyed. That some 
change must be made at the approach- 
ing session of the trustees, does not, it 
seems to us, admit of a doubt. The 
present condition of the college reflects 
not only upon Georgia, but upon the 
trustees themselves. It is 
useless to ascribe the de- 
cadence to the general dullness of 
the times and the scarcity of money. 
The other colleges in Georgia sre doing 
well. Emory college has nearly 200 
students, and Dr. Haygood announces 
that he has more notices of new schol- 
ars for next term than he ever had 
before. Mercer college is flourishing, 
and has more students, we believe, 
than the university. Scores of young 
Georgians are outside of the state seek- 
ing an education. The trouble is not 
so much with the times as with the 
university. 

We are not prepared to say where 
the changes should be made, or how. 
We are not prepared to put our finger 
on the fault-spots. And we write this 
brief article merely to induce those who 
have studied the matter to give 
the public their views, and to 
invoke the trustees to lay aside all 
prejudices, political or personal, at their 
next meeting, and make the changes 
that are necessary to revive the uni- 
versity and give it its old time strength 
and usefulness. Something must done 
or the fine old institution will be utter- 
and irrevocably sscrificed.

To Avoid Sumstrone and Effects of 
Heat, 


In view of the unusual number of 
sunstrokes in other cities, and the prevalence of 
a high degree of beat in Atlanta, the board of 
health considers it but a pradent measure to 
offer the following suggestions to the citizens : 

During the prevalence of hot weather avoid al! 
excitement of mind and sudden exertion of 
boay. 

The diet should be very digestible and should 
consist of vegetable rather than animal Matter. 
It is better to eat a little and often than risk 
overloading the stomach. 

Do not use any alcoholic or other stimulating 
drink. It is very dangerous. 

When much heated from any cause whatever: 
ities not safe to do anything which will affec“ 
the normal distribution of the blood in the 
body. Therefore under such circumstances do 
not use iced water or any other iced drink until 
you have cooled off to a reasonable extent. 

The purpose of every One should be to main- 
tain the temperature and the circuiation of the 
blood as equable as possible. The above recom- 
mendations, it believed, will secure this de- 
sirabie end. should any citizen be so un- 
fortanate as to Be attacked by sunstroke, or be
